Loudon, .Tunc 2S.— The bulletin issued 
at 11 o'clock tonijflit is regarded us in- 
tensely satisfactory. Tliis btilletiu is 
generally taken .'is beini? tho first occa- 
sion on which the King's doctors have 
allowed themselves to express their feel- 
ings of hope, even to a small degree, 
.wliieh tlicy uudoulitedly, oven thou;,'h 
privately, ijiitertaiue<!. Thirty-six hours 
have now elapsed since tho oi>eratiou was 
licrformed, and the absence of complica- 
tions croiitos ihopefulness in all quar- 
ters, although several .days must pass 
before the vossibility Of danger can 
oe eliminated. 

Notwitlistanding the fact that this is 
tlie ere of tho intended coronation day, 
and that iX/ondan m now even more 
crowded -with people tliaii it wtia yester- 
day, traflic pursued its way uuiiui)Cded, 
uud even tho most popular thoroughfares 
were comparatively deserted. No illu- 
iniuatious dispelled the natural ^looui 
wliieU settled over tho metropolis. 

(>uiet and depressed, the crowds wait- 
ed outside 'Bucl;iiigham Palace for the 
ni^-ht's final news of the sovereign. For 
eral hours they kept their i)atieut 
il waniliTiiif,' aimlessly, but willi pal- 
l)able aii.'viely about tho open spate, 
whieli fronts the lioynl residence. For 
Home reason or another a feeling i)or- 
vaded the crowds tlint if the King lived 
until toniglit he would live to be crown- 
ed. 

Inside the palace nil was still. Queen 
jVIe.xniidra, who had been in tho viciuity 
of the sielc roon> the entire day, d'iued 
with a few members of tho lloyul 
family. The callers wlio camo to the 
palace iu the course of the oveuing, con- 
tented thoniselves with driving up to the 
outer gates, where they aliglrtecl nnd 
walked in to onquiro at the equerries en- 
trnnco for the latest aie.w«. 'ITiere they 
met only liveried servants and small 
knots of reiH)rters. With the exception 
of these callers, aiul the noblemen who 
have the entree to tho court, everybody 
ivaa rigidly excludea" irom the palace by 
the police. 

Lord Grey, n director of 'the British 
South Africa company, is among those 
having entree to the court. Ho said to 
a representative of tho Associated I'ross 
tonight, that he had good hopes for tho 
King's recovery, and that ho was .snro 
every I'^nglislim.aii was deeply touched 
with the synii)atliy of tlie l.'nited States 
ill tli<> prcsenl calaiiiity, although I-onl 
<!i-ey a.iliii'd, "sui.'h kind expressions of 
fi'clia.ir are only what I ehouUii expect 
after my recent ]>leasant e.vporience of 
.Vmericau hospitality." 

Shortly before 1 o'clock the tension of 
the crowds was relieveil by the appear- 
ance of a footman bringing a bulletin. 
'Phis was pnt on the palace railing, and 
instantaneously the crowds converged Io- 
wa rd.s the notice. The welcome words 
were read in silence, and then the crowds 
slowly disappeared. After midnight the 
King's palace was prai'tically deserted.

This trade 
never appears in blue books, hut It Is far 
more Importaiit to Alberta and .Vssinlbola 
than any that duos. Let the whwit crop 
full utterly, and his trade would still keep 
thousands of people la comfort. The 'Per- 
rltorlos arc not by, any means a one-crop 
region, anil are likely to' become loss so 
every year. In a couple of years, If the 
.Mormon colony's 'plans are ' sttccessful, 
Uaymoiul, In Southern Alberta, will pro- 
duce .sugar enough for the whole territory.

We shall nil breathe more ensilyi in n 
■day or two. But in tlie nieiuitime the 
tbuUctins issued fi om the bedside of the 
King are of a distinctly oncounif-'ing 
ohnraeter. With every hour that passes 
the cTianccs of lii« iiialdni,' a jrood re- 
covery are increasinj^, and the chances 
of a catastrophe are decreasinf;. Tlie 
clinuge from festivity to );Iooni Las been 
complete. lOveryoiie lias been, and still 
is, anxious and depressed, nut merely 
from eympatliy with the sufferer, but 
from a sense of tlie ealannty to tlie 
Kiupire tlio death of so popular u> won- 
arcli as King Edward would Be at the 
present time. It was some little time 
before most fi'C-op;nizod the serious U!!- 
ture of the Kin;;'s illness. All day yeri- 
terday tlie people of tlie Kiupiro were a 
prey to the exaggerations of anxiety. 
Today, if tlie favorable reports are eou- 
tiuuod, hoiH! will boeonio clearer and 
stronger, and we slinll bo relieved from 
the strain of a crisis which has sliown 
how intensel.v poptilar the Kiug is with 
all classes of the people, niid how ill we 
can afford to lo.se iiiin. 



FALSE NEWS. 



If we are to judge from the 
speciineug of news despntelies cir- 
culated in N'ii;|iii'ia .v<'sterda.v, every 
afternoon iiewsiiMjier in tlie United 
.States must liave auuotiuced that King 
Kdward was at the .point of death. Never 
was more uumitifc'ated falnehood foisted 
upon a lontr-Kufferin;,' public tlian 
despatches which arrived eoinoideiitl.v 
with bulletins signed by the'phytiicians in 
attendance on the Kiug» How docs such 
stuff originate? It is quite impossible 
to get any antlieiitic information e.\eept 
the olDcial bulletins. .lournalists do not 
get "scoops" of wliat is- going on inside 
Royal palaces. iBut the great American 
public, hungry to be fed with sensational 
news, does not kuow thfs, and dema;ids 
to receive special and exclusive details 
in the particular screamer whieh it pur- 
chases. The unfortunate correspondent 
in Ijondoa is obliged to inalte iip his 
mind what the result is going to be and, 
liaviiig <Ioni! so, lie proceeds to invent 
details to lead up to it. The risk he 
takes is tlint the result will ibe some- 
thing dllTerciit. On this occasion ho has 
weigho<I the balance of pi-<ibal)ilil ies, and 
luis come to the conclusion that tlio King 
will die, and iininodiately begins to 
mauufaetore facts to correspoud. Tl<cse 
he disti-ibutos as news to the America,n 
press. If tho King does die, he has 
shown Iiow enterprising American jour- 
nalism can be in piercing tho conceal- 
ments even of palaces. If the Kipg does 
not die, then the sensation is over, and 
tho false '-I'lows is soon forgotten. Tho 
o<ld thing is that it never seems to «5trike 
the people who read the newspapers what 
a fraud on themselves snch a system of 
Boeallod news purveying tliis is. "We 
are not sure that the newspiipers have 
not a perfect (Icfenco in pointing out that 
those papers whieh give the public the 
■worst, and the most of this kind of 
stuff aro the nio«t popular and mOst 
widely read.

The rei>ort presented by the' coinmittee 
of tho Voters' League appointed to exam- 
ine tho (juestion of the irou and ete'el re- 
sources of British Columbia, and the 
possibility- o£ VestoblisMng the industj^ 
of mafeing pig- "iron in the province, con- 
tains a mass !>f interesting information, 
and slnndd be read by everybody. In 
one matter, uamoly the cost of mining, 
transpprtinff, , .and manufacturing, the 
luembors of the committee -Nvcro working 
largely in the dark. But we must say 
that the estimate of ,*;!.0r) ]ier ton for 
the cost of mining and transporting ore 
to a fnruf<co appears - to us as a most 
ridiculous overestimate, even although 
royalty anrl duty to tlie United States 
are included. The Aiiacoiula coinpany 
IrausportM ore '.VZ miles from Butlu to 
1*110 smelter by rail for 15 cents a ton, 
and has to pay a 'high price for fuel. The 
(,'aiiailian I'acifie Itailway carries iron 
ore from I'hoenix to Graud Forks, 27 
miles by rail for -10 cents a ton and 
makes a handsome profit on the busi- 
ness. AVliy should ore mined on the sea- 
shore and transported to a smelter also 
on tho seashore he burdeued "with one 
dollar a ton for transportation? We 
should like to know also iiow the figure 
of ^'l.OTi for mining aud delivery -svas 
arrived at. There will never be any pig 
iron made in British Oolumbia with any 
fjiieh charge as that for mining, and no 
such cliargo is necessary. Surely iron 
ore can bo handled as cheaply on the 
Coast us in the interior at Phoenix. We 
believo thot ore mined in respectable 
quantities from a large deposit can bo 
laid down at a smelter for .^l..")0 a ton, 
and it will reijuire somebody who knows 
more about the subject than anybody 
in tlie province appears to do, to con- 
vince us to the contrary. Probably it 
ivoiild rei|uire eonsidoralde capital e\- 
pi'iiditure to put a mine in such sliaiie 
as to produce ore thus economically. 
But capital expenditure is nothing if the 
resullant economy can be secured, as 
I he (iranby company has conclusively 
proved if such a thing requires demon- 
stj-ation.

ence of toxins (n the blood and their in- 
jurious action on those flnor nerve coup- 
lings which arc ibrought Into operation In 
all mental action. Including the moralities. 
The matter Is one of much practical In- 
terest. In regard to the more temporary 
attacks of moral defect modern pathology 
liy its teaching In r>'gard to to.xln.s would 
seem to give much supjiort to the methods 
of the old school-master who said that 
when he found a boy Incorrlelbly naughty 
he had recourse to iGreRory powder; while 
In reganl to the general scheme of edu- 
cation to lie adopted In the case of naughty 
cliUdicn one can not but feel. In view of 
the marveliuiK im[irovement which Is pro- 
duced In the intellectual faculties by cany 
and ludlclous teaching, and perhaps an 
eiiually careful training ot that resldimm 
of moral control which Is stIU to be fiuiad 
In all, might rescue some ot those passion- 
ate, spiteful. lawless, shameless children, 
whose condition Is allied to .moral Im-

.lust how far are nnoontrollaljle chlldri'U 
moniUy rcsiKinsilile'/ Is the "nuughty uov" 
sometimes Impelled to act as he docs by 
liliysleii; causes and conditions that he -can 
not coiitror/ In a recent lecture on 
"Smile .Vlinormal Ph.vsleal Conditions la 
• 'lilldreii,'- dellvCTcd before tlie Iloyul Col- 
lege of IMiyslelnns in London. Dr, Ktlll 
asserts that badness In children Is often 
associated with physical defeet.s, and that 
even •^vere It not It may be due to physi- 
cal causes. Says "The Ilospltal" (.May S) 
in a blading editorial on Ur. Still's lec'ere; 

"It has long been recognized that defc^c- 
llve 'moral control Is apt to occur In asso- 
ciation with tho.se disorders ot Intellect 
whbh arc ordinarily recognized as Idiocy, 
Imlieclllty, or Insanity, nnd no one doubts 
the nmrlild nature of the mcjral effect In 
these; cases. Whether It Ibe regarded ns 
being dependent upon the Intellectual fail- 
ure or nol. It Is clearly iiart and parcel of 
the malady, and aceordlncr to our coacep- 
tion of the associated disorrler of the moral 
s"i!sc. \t till, one may be regarded ns 
due to disease or imperfection of bniln- 
t Issue, so also will the other. IJut chil- 
dren are occaslonall.v met with who exhibit 
defects of moral control precisely analo- 
gous to those which occur -with admittedly 
morbid brains, yet who. so far as ordinary 
tests go, pass for children of normal In- 
tellect; and tho question Is whether these 
naughty children are not nauiiht.v because 
of defect In the physical substratum of 
niorallt.v. If we nia.v' use such a phnise.

insnrret'tion, ami nltlioin,'li the force 
■which hud gathered at Cluilii-hsioii tin- 
der Cliinf; Tine Pin, who, as will he re- 
membirred, slew his wives and family, 
before taUius the lield; was defeateil 
■ivith siich shuighter, other larser forces 
•linve siaoo taken the field. 

Correspondents of the North Chinii 
Dally News in Chihli send many details 
to that paper, not transmitted by eii- 
ble. It seems that [he force of :;,00l) 
imperial tr(Hi|)s who were defeati'il witli 
lo.ss bv tlie rebels, were reinforceil by 
ii,000 men, (j,00<) infantry ami L'.."t)() cav- 
alry, -with a battery of lield arlilleij, a 
niountniii battery and a delaclinieiit of 
sappers ainl niiiiers. At (;iiulii-lisioii, 
11 forci- of -Jl^.OIXl rebels had assemlded 
nwailiu:; the coniiii;; of the imperials, 
and a battle lastiii;; seven hours oc- 
I'tirreil. "^\'hi'ii the imperial troops were 
.seen ajiin-oachin;;. the rebels, who had 
thrown lip low mud walls, breast hi'.'h. 
■for protection, left their trenches behind 
these walls, and marchiMl out in line of 
batrle. Thi'v ruslieil forward bravely, 
thoii^'h rashly, lo tlie allacl;. bat were 
.itoppeil half way by a beavy lire of 
-sliot and shell from tlie trooiis, who had 
lialted and t;ikeii advaiitaf^e of what 
■cover offered. Char<;e after charge was 
jiiade Iiy the rebels, only to be driven 
liack, and then, seoine a cavalry brigade 
deployins to attack them in tlie flanks, 
the rebels -wavered, broko and fled, mak- 
ink for the walled canips, but tlic cnv- 
«lpy were on thetn before they had got 
■within 300 yards of the cover, and n 
massacre occurred. Those ■who had sot 
"'into'' their trenches and camps rallied, 
and liy their fire drove off tUo cavnh-y 
and covered the retreat of their surviv- 
ing comrades. With the retirement of 
the cavalry tlie imperial artillery jinur- 
<.'d an efTective lire into the rebel ciiinii. 
■iind they fled to the South, leavinj,' tlie 
city iif Nmiknn^ihsien, which they had 
taken, to fall into the liaiids of the im- 
perials.

The Funeral of tin; Overdue II. F. 
Glade Takes Place at London. 

'i.'lie funeral of the tiermaii ship IL 
'. . (ilade took place yesterday, for then 
the overdue gram carrier was piisted us 
missing at Lloyd's, llii^l the ship reach- 
ed port tho reinsurance sjiuculators at 
San Francisco would have wou.$17U,- 
000, and another .'?50,000 would have 
been distributed In Victoria and other 
shipping points nJong tlie Const. Tho 
posting of a ship is really lior fuiieral. 
NVhon she becomes no longer insurable 
ill the open market a yellow blank about 
tho size of a telegrniu head bearing her 
name, wlieiu'e she sailed, port of desti- 
nation nnd time elaiised i;ince she was 
last reiiorted is posted at Llo.vd's iu tho 
iiuiuiry room. On the day that the no- 
tice goes lip reiiuests are cabled to 
'iJoyil's agents throughout the world ask- 
ing them if they know aught of the over- 
due ship to make it known at once. The 
relatives of master and ollicers are also 
iiotilic\l, so tliut if by chance they have 
any information concerning the lioomod 
craft they may Impart it. If nt the end 
of 14 days no word of»the vessel is hoard 
the little yellow l)lank is taken from its 
boaixl in the imiuiry room and tho obse- 
iiuies of the dead ship are held. Her 
name is taken from Lloyd's shii>piiig reg- 
ister, her tonnage is deducted from the 
Hag to which she beloiigcil, and every 
record of her that is ollicial is wiped 
out as comiiletely as if she had Jiever 
been, and for a brief instant there is a 
pause in the hum and rush of the Royal 
lOxc'lian.ge in London as the old ship's 
hell, tli;il for nearly a cenliiry has been 
telling its tale ot safety and joy, dis- 
aster and death, rings out another "total 
loss." There is but one instuncc on re- 
cord, it is said, whore n sliip ihas arrived 
after her name has been put up in the 
ini|uiry room, and il was the lied .Kock, 
uiiich carried salmon from hero anil 
caused anxiety by jettisoning a part, 
that has this record.

ollicers were all trained and the ship 
was known as slow and sure. Again 
she was very rmil—she liiid not been out 
of the water for I.S months before go- 
ing to San h'raiicisco from Kalniliii — and 
it WHS iirgiied that necessarily .she would 
ninko a slow pasago. Upon these facts 
reitisnranco was snapped up on her when 
she was put up as an overdue nnd money 
was easy on lior even three weeks ago. 

There has biH^n but one exiilanation 
of lier fate, and Hint is that sbe was 
improperly slowed' at Saii Francisco. It 
was during the teamsters' strike that she 
was loaded and the story was tliat the 
i;reen hiiuils threw the barley portion of 
ber cargo into her in a most reckless 
way; that it shifted and s-he turned tur- 
tle. 'JMiero is not a more dangerous com- 
modity than this if improperly slowed, 
for il is heavy nnd ])rone to shift. The 
stevedores who loaded the Germnn ship, 
'however, deny fclie report of improper 
stowage.
